If any of these have been bitten, authorities say, they will die, 
There is no cure in the final stages of rabies. 

“If we get by without some deaths from rabies,” says Brooks, 
“it will be a miracle.” 


The invasion of rabid dogs comes from Mexicali, Calexico’s 
twin city below the border. Most of Mexicali’s 200,000 inhabitants 
live in incredible poverty, surrounded by packs of nearly wild 
dogs. | 


Mexicali hasn’t enough food for its people, muctf less the dogs, 
many of which must hunt for food in the brushland outside the 
city. They prey and are preyed upon by coyotes, historic carrier 
of rabies. Wounded, the Mexicali dogs return to the city to die and 
there turn mad, biting human and canine alike. 


The records in Mexicali are inadequate, so there has been no 
accounting of mad dogs and attacks in that city. 


The first recorded case in the outbreak on the American side

No citizen of Atlanta—or of Georgia, 
for that matter—can refuse to face this 
reality much longer. None of us can es- 
cape the consequences if the schools are 
indeed closed. 

Mayor Hartsfield Friday called 
tention to these consequences and he 
not exaggerate. He told the business 
terests of the community to speak out 
against closing schools “or share the 
blame for the greatest civic holocaust to 
engulf a great city in modern times.” 

We do not consider it an exaggera- 
tion on the mayor’s part in declaring an 
end to public education would “give At- 
lanta a black eye in the field of com- 
merce and finance which would take a 
hundred years to erase.” 

It is entirely stupid to suppose that 
the reality of closed schools would have 
no effect on business and industrial devel- 
opment. So, in addition to the damage to 
a generation of our children, we must face 
up to the economic impact of ending pub- 
lic education. 

The board of education’s solution—a 
pupil placement plan—has been approved 
elsewhere in the courts. It is now in the 
hands of federal district court here and 
if approved will be submitted to the State 
Legislature. Some version of it might well 
not only save Atlanta’s schools but Geor- 
gia’s as well. It would prevent mass in- 
tegration and provide for even greater 
local control. 

The primary question no longer is 
whether one favors or is violently op- 
posed to a practical effort to comply with 
court orders. It is whether we are to have 
public schools or no schools at all. 

Those whd say it is only Atlanta’s 
problem could not be more mistaken. The 
problem is now the state’s with Atlanta 
orfily the focal point. If Atlanta schools 
are sacrificed, public education cannot 
survive. 

Time is running out. We must hope 
and pray for constructive thinking and 
constructive action. Otherwise, Mayor 
Hartsfield’s gloom will prove to have been 
more than justified. 


Is Nasser Patching Up 
His Ties With West? 


A little less than three years after 
joining with France in an invasion of the 
Suez Canal, Great Britain has re-estab- 
lished diplomatic relations with Egypt— 
now the United Arab Republic. 

This is good. It indicates that Pre- 
mier Nasser has learned some of the facts 
of life. As he acquired knowledge that 
Russia was.not his good and unfailing 
friend, he began to cool in his attitude 
toward that country and its ideology. 
He now is closer to the West. The British 
have proceeded with their customary 
pragmatism. 

Iraq, once Britain’s closest Arab ally 
along with Jordan, is now going through 
its pro-Communist experience. The dif- 
ference is that communism made sub- 
stantial inroads in Iraq because of the 
presence of a disciplined party, long in 
existence and accustomed to orders. It 
would be the greatest of ironies if Britain 
and the UAR should become allies against 
Iraq. 

France, partner with Britain in the ill- 
organized Suez adventure, is still hostile. 
The UAR has been helping the Algerian 
rebels. Hence Gen. de Gaulle refrains 
from any conciliatory gesture. 

This one note of improved relations is

récriminatian.

Is Gaining Momentum 


Still mixing talk of disarmament and 
peace with threats of nuclear destruc- 
tion, Soviet Premier Khrushchev in a 
speech in Budapest refused to retreat 
from the basic Soviet position on Berlin. 
But he did make another significant 
statement which if sincere could break 
the long-existing stalemate on disarma- 
ment negotiations with the West. 

The Soviet Union, he declared, wants 
universal disarmament with “the most 
comprehensive and profound cohtrol.” 
Since inspection and control have been 
the chief bars to any approach to arms 
reduction, his words lend new hope to 
reaching an eventual agreement. 

Meanwhile, however, CIA Director 
Allen Dulles continues to warn of the 
Communist economic offgnsive and. infil- 
tration of Latin America ‘and other coun- 


tries. The Soviet bloc, he says, is pressing . 


itg economic offensive at a record pace. 
- The Soviet Union and other countries 


in the Communist sphere have poured 
out 882 million dollars for long-term 
foreign aid projects in the first 10 months 
of this year. The number of Communist 
technicians in foreign countries has 
nearly doubled. Both figures still are 
rising. 

Dulles calls attention to the fact that 
with an annual industrial growth rate 
of from 8 to 9 per cent, the Soviet Union 
is narrowing the gap with U.S. produc- 
tion and could equal us by 1970 unless 
we step up our efforts. As long as rela- 
tive trends are in Moscow’s favor, he 
adds, Soviet prestige will increase. 

Any optimism that the many-sided 
Communist offensive will be relaxed must 
be considered in light of facts. Khru- 
shchev has served notice that it will be 
continued and that disarmament and all 
other negotiations will be conducted from 
a background of growing Communist 
military and economic strength.

Next on Ike’s Agenda 
Is the Moslem World 


President Eisenhower moves today in- 
to the Moslem world of Pakistan. On 
Wednesday he will journey to Afghani- 
stan, where an even more primitive form 
of Moslem fanaticism is to be found. 

Pakistan, divided in two sections, is 
in serious economic difficulties. The gov- 
ernment is a semi-military dictatorship. 
It has accepted membership in a military 
alliance, SEATO, with the United States. 
Most of the aid given her has gone into 
military channels. 

Afghanistan’s trade is largely Russian. 
At least 50 per cent of it is with the So- 
viet Union and its satellites. The Krem- 
lin’s technicians assist with various indus- 
trial and hydroelectric projects. 

Following appearances there, the 
President moves on to India. There is a 
lessening of tension between Pakistan and 
India largely because of the successful 
effort of Eugene Black, of Atlanta. As 
president of the World Bank, Mr. Black 
succeeded where diplomats had failed and 
brought about agreement in the long and 
acrimonious Kashmir dispute over the 
waters of the Indus River. 

After India come Iran and Greece. 

All have special problems. Some over- 
lap and conflict. 

The President will learn anew of the 
need for an intelligent foreign aid pro- 
gram. We, the citizens, should be making 
up our minds to follow all that is done 
and said and to be prepared to lend sup- 
port to the program which the President 
will introduce at the next Congress in 
January. 

This is a new form of diplomacy for 
the United States. The President will try 
to establish his program in the last year 
of his administration. It will be folly to 
permit the politics of the 1960 campaign 
to obscure the real needs of the country 
in its foreign relationships.

Future of State Hinges 
On Using Assets Wisely 


We are disappointed to learn that a 
federal survey showed that iron ore de- 
posits in northwest Georgia are too thin 
and not of sufficient quality to be mined 
profitably. 

Four counties, Floyd, Gordon, Walker 
and Whitfield, have such deposits. They 
are about one to two feet thick as against 
eight in Alabama near Birmingham. 

In Henry Grady’s day there were 
great hopes that Georgia might become 
a great producer of coal and iron. There 
were not then facilities for such accurate 
testing and labor was so cheap that small 
furnaces could process low-grade ore. 

The findings once again remind us 
that we are not a state richly endowed, 
as are some, with such raw materials as 
iron, oil, sulphur and coal. But we do 
have timber and a good supply of in- 
telligent labor. There is ample water in 
much of the state for new industries. 

These facts of life should cause us to 
consider how vital education is to the 
future and also how valuable an asset is 
a labor force. We cannot allow the state 
to develop racial confliets of chaos which 
will cause us to lose schools, population 
and industry. The times call for the best 
that is in us—not the worst—and for 
leadership to set an example.

His successor in the 
White House, Gen. Persons, is 
close to Nixon and would nat- 
urally welcome the vice _presi- 
dent’s cooperation on any impor- 
tant question that might arise 
while Eisenhower is away. 

Thus, with every month that 
passes Nixon’s power in the ad- 
ministration increases. Every Re- 
publican here who is ambitious to 
remain in power has to assume 
that Nixon may be Eisenhow- 
er’s successor. 

There are, too, many important 
decisions pending at the present 


time, among them the uncertain 
truce in the steel strike. Secre- 
tary of Labor Mitchell, who has 
often been mentioned as a pos- 
sible vice presidential running 
mate for Nixon, will be working 
privately to conclude an agree- 
ment in the next fortnight and it 
may be assumed that the vice 
president will be brought into any 
private negotiations ‘to this end. 

As a close personal friend and 
associate of Atty. Gen. Rogers — 
and also as chairman of the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on Government 
Contracts — the vice president 
will be involved as well in the 
preparation of civil rights legis- 
lation for the next session of Con- 
gress. And he will be active, too, 
as chairman of the Cabinet Com- 
mittee, on Price Stabilization. 

It takes very little imagination 
to see the advantage that would 
accrue to Nixon if in the next 
two weeks he could be associated 
with a steel strike settlement. Nor 
is this too remote a_ possibility. 

Nixon has been quoted as say- 
ing recently that he welcomes 
Rockefeller’s opposition because 
he thinks he can beat him in the 
primaries and thus challenge the 
theory that he has little inde- 
pendent - voter support. 

Meanwhile, he is restraining his 
supporters from organizing in the 
open too soon and concentrating 
on pinning badges on eagle scouts 
and news boys and showing up at 
sports events.

WASHINGTON—A new and drab reality of 
increasing danger to the Republicans in 1960 is 
rising while President Eisenhower travels the 


globe for the shining objective of peace. No sensible man would try 
to alter the President's priorities. An end to the cold war is surely 
the highest possible necessity. But is there wisdom in the President's 
decision to go out personally all over the world in search of this 


prize? 

For this, too, cannot be denied: 
There is a still-faint but spread- 
ing cloud over this country's eco- 
nomic skies. And if this small 
darkness overhead is allowed to 
grow it could change the whole 
condition of next year’s presiden- 
tial campaign—quite apart from 
being very bad news for us all. 

Profits and employment are 
high, it is true. Some able busi- 
ness forecasters see 1960 as a 
year of fabulous boom. But éven 
a layman with any recollection 
of the past can see that there are 
distinctly soft spots in this happy 
picture. 

Farm income continues down. 
By mid-November it had fallen 
to the lowest in 19 years. The 
cost of living continues to go up. 
An administration which had de- 
clared a halt to inflation to be its 
supreme domestic goal is simply 
not coming close to that goal. In- 
flation is a growing rather than 
a lessening peril. 

And the present schedule for 
prolonged presidential absences 
from this country in the months 
ahead—first, the current world 
tour, then the various near-sum- 
mit and summit conferences— 
means one thing for certain: The 
boss is not going to be around to 
mind the store, the store of our 
domestic affairs.

The farm situation peculiarly 
illustrates the great emerging 
problem for the Republicans both 
in terms of 1960 election politics 
and in terms of the country’s 
basic welfare.

The seemingly indestructible Jimmy even was forced to retire to 
the sidelines in the first quarter, the first time he ever was injured 
in his career.

The 220-pound Ed is known as “Big Mo” and 
the 260-pound Dick is known as “‘Little Mo,” a slight misnomer.

The Brownies were reluctant to return. After what had hap- 
pened to them earlier, no one could blame them. By the time they 
had returned, the grandstand goal posts had been levelled. But by 
then the Browns weren't interested in a field goal anyway. 


The mob reaction was disgraceful. Fights were breaking out 
all over and even the special police were helpless. Some of them 
got belted, too. At the final gun the players of both sides ran for 
their lives to the dreSsing rooms. 


The only excuse for such rowdy conduct—if there could be 
an excuse—was the ecstatic delight of emotionally wrought-up 
fans at the decisiveness of the championship clinching.

NEW YORK (#—Kansas State, Kentucky, Louisville and North 
Carolina State, listed in advance to be among the mighty of college 
basketball, got their come-uppance before the 1959-60 season was 
a week old. 


But West Virginia, Indiana, California, Cincinnati, North 
Carolina, Purdue and Seton Hall, among others, lived up to their 
billing in the early competition. 


The major college season didn’t start until last Tuesday, and 
the first week's games were the usual mixtures of intersectional 
tests of strength between major teams—tuneup games that hardly 
could be called tests and tours that were intended as much to be 
enjoyable junkets as preparation for a severe season. 


Mighty Kentucky, supposedly heading for one of its best years, 
barely edged UCLA Friday, then fell with a loud thud Saturday 
before a Southern California team that had lost its first two games. 
The score was 87-73, and that hardly told the story of USC’s domi- 
nation of the boards and the futile efforts that caused three of 
Kentucky’s top players to’foul out. 


Si. Louis University, a worthy adversary, downed Kansas State, 


67-58, Saturday, and Bones McKinney’s Wake Forest team downed 
North Carolina State, 73-59.:Georgia Tech, showing surprising early 
season strength, downed Louisville, a semifinalist in the NCAA 


championship last spring, 68-56. 


For Kansas State it was the first home floor defeat since the 
final of the 1957 season. Bob Nordman, 6-10, led St. Louis to its 
third straight victory. Wake Forest gained its first victory over a 
North Carolina team under McKinney's coaching. Georgia Tech, 
an earlier winner over Duke, gained its second upset victory and 


its third straight. 


California, the NCAA champion, played only one game last 
week, easily beating its Santa Barbara branch team. Runner-up 
West Virginia made it three straight Saturday, downing Furman, 
96-63, for its second Southern Conference victory this season and 
its 52nd in a row. Cincinnati scored over 100 points in each of its 
games despite some ragged play and keeping Oscar Robertson on 
the bench for long periods. It was 102-61 against Marshall Saturday. 


Indiana, rated as the kingpin of the Big Ten, opened with an 
easy 103-63 decision over Ball State. Like Indiana, Kansas showed 


too much height for its opposition in beating Northwestern, 76-67. 
Indiana likely will have trouble when it gets into conference com- 
petition, for Ohio State, Purdue and Iowa all started impressively. 
Ohio State, sparked by sophomore Jerry Lucas, won three games 
decisively, beating Pitt, 94-49, Saturday. lowa dumped touring 
Southern Methodist, 89-58, and Purdue overwhelmed Penn State, 


63-54. 


Michigan State took a 61-56 overtime decision from Notre

Miss McGinley is the author 
of the ‘‘Love Letters of Phyl- 
McGinley,” a collection ‘ of 
poems and the more recently 
published essays called ‘The 
Province of the Heart.”” In pri- 
vate life she is Mrs. Charlies 
Hayden, a Westchester house- 
wife with two daughters in col- 
lege. 

To “fall in love’’ is to be in- 
fatuated. she continued. In this 
sense, life is an endless series 
of infatuations. Children love 
their mothers for food and 
care. They love their pets.

Pace explained the hair situa- 
tion in Russia, your permanent 
will end up in a precisely set 
finger wave across the top and 
bushy friz on the ends. That's 
the only way they know to give 
one. Any doubt in your mind 
about why Russian women al- 
ways tie their heads up in 
scarves? 


Mr. Pace, in Atlanta to train 
local stylists on the latest coif 
trends, was one of the two styl- 
ists visiting Russia last sum- 
mer with the American exhibi- 
tion. 


“Beautywise, including hair- 
cutting, styling, permanent 
waving and hair-coloring, the 
Russians are about 25 years 
behind us,” he said. ‘Russian 
women need help and want it. 
They love fashion and know 
fashion, but it isn’t available 
to them. They would watch our 
operators in action and make 
sketches, hoping to be able to 
do it at home. 


“There are only a few beauty 
operators in Russia, some men 
but the majority are women, 
and all of their supplies and 
equipment are shipped in from 
Germany: They were extreme- 
ly curious about cold waves and 
cutting their hair with razors.

‘There is no such thing as an 
appointment for a hair-do in 
Russia. Women come to the 
shop and stand in line from 7:30 
a.m, until 1 and 2 p.m. waiting 
their turn. During our exhibi- 
tion, we found that the men 
were as much interested in hair 
styling as women. Very often 
the men would bring their wom- 
en to see it.” 


Contrary to the latest trend 
of natural smoothness in coifs 
in America, Mr. Pace said that 
Russian women feel that the 
more curl they get the better 
their permanent is. Their hair 
is generally long, worn in lots 
of braids when not permanent- 
ed. Neither are the Russians as 
concerned with frequent sham- 
poos as Americans are. 


“They do not have the roll- 
ers or pins to do the tall and 
towering styles being created 
now for the holiday season,”’ 
said Mr. Pace as he brushed his 
model’s hair into one of his new 
casque coifs. 


The distinguishing feature of 
these new coifs is their elliptical 
shape, which is achieved by a 
sloping line that rises from the 
forehead to the center-top of the 
crown. The tresses then may 
descend into a smooth page-boy 
for day or warp into a regal 
turban effect for evening. A typ- 
ical ending for it is in the 
smoothness of a French twist. 
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The idea is to create helmet- 
like contours to act as the per- 
fect counterbalance to the cos- 
tumes of the season. 


The happy part is that its 
variations are many and com- 
pletely adaptable for evening 
or day wear. The hair is go- 
ing to be some longer but it 
can be as short as three inches. 
Some of the variations involve 
the use of hair pieces which 
Mr. Pace expects to return to 
favor with a bang. 


“Fortunately these new coifs 
are flattering to all faces,”’ said 
Mr. Pace.

With a few exceptions, reports 
Oliver Thornburg, there is little 
to distinguish one radio station 
from another in this area.

This musical group goes away 
back into the history of radio. 
The sponsor withdrew from ra- 
dio two years ago because it 
felt that the programming in 
that medium was inadequate. 
There were, of course, many 
letters of protest after that be- 
cause the Symphonette long has 
been one of the most popular of 
all broadcasting musical units. 


The aggregation was a fix- 
ture on CBS radio Sunday aft- 
ternoons from 1939 to 1957. 
There were more than 4,000 
concerts of music that was nice- 
ly balanced between the popu- 
lar and the ‘‘long-hair.”’ 


The Symphonette started out 


with 12 musicians, and Frank~ 


Knight was the announcer. The 
group grew to some 60 players 
through the years, but Knight 
always was on hand to handle 
the show, and he will be back 
again for the TV appearance. 


It was a Symphonette boast 
that the group never played a 
piece of music twice in almost 
20 years of broadcasting. Nor 
was more than one movement 
of a symphony or concerto ever 
played during any one program. 


When this policy resulted in 
the Symphonette finding itself 
running out of “‘new’’ music to 
play, the sponsor began buying 
music libraries to get more 
material. The Symphonette, as 
a result, played certain music 
that to this day has not been 
recorded by any other 
orchestra.
